According to the opinion of many contemporaries entering the gardens of 
paradise is as easy as entering a garden in your neighbourhood. It is even much 
easier to enter the heavenly gardens than to enter worldly gardens, because the 
only thing you have to do, according to this people, is to claim that you are a 
muslim. While entering a garden in this world, even if it is in your own 
backyard, requires some form of activity. 

Even without evidence from Qur'an and Sunnah it would be very obvious, that 
this can't be true, because paradise can't be achieved as easy as a piece of land 
and can't be as cheap. 

Abu Hurayrah (may Allah be pleased with him) said: The Messenger of Allah 
(blessings and peace of Allah be upon him) said: “Whoever is concerned should 
set out when it is still night and whoever sets out when it is still night will reach 
the destination. Verily the merchandise of Allah is expensive, verily the 
merchandise of Allah is Paradise. ” (at-Tirmidhi 2450; saheeh) 

And Abu Hurayrah (may Allah be pleased with him) said again: The Messenger 
of Allah (blessings and peace of Allah be upon him) said: “Paradise is 
surrounded with difficulties and Hell is surrounded with desires.” (Agreed 
upon) 

Where is the difficulty in claiming to be a muslim? Where is the difficulty in 
stating with the tongue to be a muslim, but doing acts of kuffar with the limbs 
and body? Where is the expensiveness in claiming to have faith in Allah, but 
making one or another type of worship to taghoot? Where is the expensiveness 
in befriending with taghoot and their worshippers or not showing hostility and 
enemity towards them? 

Verily the merchandise of Allah is expensive!!! 

You can't think, that you claim with your tongue, that you are a muslim and 
have imaan in Allah, while your actions indicate, that you worship others beside 
Allah, and as a reward for this you will enter paradise. 

This thought and illusion is as ridiculous as a persons claim, that he is teetotaler 
while at the same moment he is drinking a pint of beer. 

So you can see gaining the right to enter paradise is not as easy as widly 
believed. There are several reasons behind this wide spread misconception, that 
everyone who claims to be a muslim will enter paradise. 


One of the reason is, that people are ignorant about Islam. Being ignorant 
means actively not doing anything to gain knowledge in Islam. Ignorance is not 
a condition by coincidence or state for which the ignorant is not responsable 
himself but it's the active denial and and rejection of studying and attaining 
knowledge. 

Another reason is, that many people only take parts of the deen. But the deen 
has to be taken as a whole. You can't pick a few ayah and ahadith and not pay 
attention to the other ayah and ahadith. You have to take Qur'an and Sunnah as 
a whole. If you would take only a part of the Qur'an and come up with a 
judgment according to the part you took, you might come up with some really 
funny conclusions. To give you an example, if you would take this ayah only: 
"And [mention] when We said to the angels, "Prostrate before Adam"; so they 
prostrated, except for Iblis. He refused and was arrogant and became of the 
disbelievers." (al Baqarah 2/34) you would conclude that Iblis is an angel. But 
the truth is, and you will see this, if you look at other ayahs, that he is a jinn. 
“And (remember) when We said to the angels: “Prostrate yourselves unto 
Adam.” So they prostrated themselves except Iblis (Satan). He was one of the 
jinn; he disobeyed the command of his Lord.” (Kahf 18/50) 

A third reason is the misinterpretation of Ayah from the Qur'an and Ahadith. 
For example; Uthman (ra) reported: "The Messenger of Allah, peace and 
blessings be upon him, said: He who died knowing that there is no God but 
Allah will enter Paradise. " (Sahih Muslim 26) 

To know Allah does not mean simply to be aware of His existence, as even Iblis 
knows that Allah exists. Rather, to know Allah as stated in this hadith means to 
realize and fulfill the implications of this knowledge, its duties, its obligations, 
and its virtues. 

The testimony of faith is the key to Paradise, but every key must have ridges 
which match the lock on the door or else it will not open. Likewise, the 
testimony of faith has certain conditions which must be met in order to lead us 
to Paradise. 

It was said to Wahb, “Is not the key to Paradise the declaration that there is no 
god worthy of worship except Allah?” Wahb said: Of course, but rather every 
key has ridges. If you come with the correct key, the door will be opened for 
you. Otherwise it will never be opened. (Sahih Bukhari 1180) 


On this website we will provide you with the ridges, which are required to open 
the door to Paradise. If you read the provided material carefully and open- 
hearted, you will be able to see the straight path, which leads to Paradise.
